S,0, 313.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that an industrial 
dispute exists between the employers in relation to the Jaipur Udyog Limited. 
Sawai Madhopur, and their workmen employed in Phalodi Quarries in respect or 
the matters specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And whereas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer the said 
dispute foi' adjudication: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7A and clause 
(d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 
1947), the Central Government hereby constitutes an Industrial Tribunal of 
which Shri Anand Narain Kaul shall be the Presiding Officer, with headquarters 
at Jaipur and refers the said dispute for adjudication to the. said Industrial 
Tribunal,

industrial dispute between the employers in relation to the Jaipur Udyog Limited. 
Sawai Madhopur, and their workmen employed in the Phalodi Quarries has been 
referred to the Industrial Tribunal, Jaipur, of which Shri Anand Narain Kaul 
is the Presiding Officer, for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of scc^ 
tion 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby prohibits the continuance of any strike in ^ existence in connection with 
the said dispute, 
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
